Real Estate Commissioner, A fler Study of Condi- 


tions, Urges Investors to Beware 


Following an investigation extending over more than six weeks, 
State Real Estate Commissioner Edwin T. Keiser has expressed him- 
self as being doubtful of the success of co-operative land projects in 
Mexico, South America and Central America, and of any such projects, 
unless financial interests able to cope with any situation which may 


arise, support them. 

As the result of his investiga- 
tions the Real Estate Commission- 
er proposes to scrutinize closely a 
applications for licenses to sel 
such projects. He intends to re- 
quire all applicants to meet condi- 
tions sufficiently rigid to assure in- 
vestors that they will receive what 
the promoters adv 

Commissioner Keiser at the same 
time warns the small investor to 
fight shy of these projects. He 
said yesterday that he is convinced 
there is little prospect for the 
amall investor, whether he pro- 
poses to farm on a smal! scale or 
merely to purchase for speculative 
purposes, to reap suc- 
cess. 


INTEREST STIMULATED 

Commissioner Keiser said that 
recognition of Mexico by the Unit- 
ed States government is stimulat- 
ing the interest of the public in 
Mexican lands. 

“Promoters are alive to the sit- 
vation and its possibilities, realiz- 
ing how easy it will be to sell al- 
most any Mexican proposition, pro- 
viding a picture in glowing colors 
1 nted,” he continued. 

“Bome time ago I issued a state- 
mem, warning the public against 


investing in Mexican lands without 


first making a thorough investiga- 
tion of the title, the productive 
adaptability and other important 
phases. 

“There are a number of propo- 
sitions being offered to the public 
at the present time, with the title 
of the project in question. 


MUST TELL FACTS 

“This department will issue an 
order within a short time requir- 
ing all promoters of Mexican lands 
to file a statement completely cov- 
ering the project which they are 
handling. They will also be re- 
quired to furnish indisputable ei- 
dence showing that the title to the 
project is such that when the in- 
vestor pays his money into it he 
will be able to gain and retain pos- 
session of the land he has pur- 


chased. 

“The Mexican government sin- 
cerely deplores the methods em- 
ployed by unscrupulous promoters 
in the exploitation of the Ameri- 
can public in Mexican land swin- 
dies and has volunteered to co-op- 
erate with the American authori- 
tles to suppress them ag far as 
possible.

question. Nn is my opinion, howev- 
er, that it will mean a long wait 
for many investors before they 
realize anything from their specu- 
lation.”

These articles of food, if 
purchased in 1913, would have 
cost the Chicago housewife à total 
of $10.01. Bought on June 15, 
1923, they would require the ex- 
penditure of $14.56, an advance of 
$4.55. In Los Angeles, the same 
goods in 1913 represented the pay- 
ment of $11.34. On June 15, 1923, 
the prices had risen to $14.51, or 
a gain of $3.17. 

It cost 75.1 per cent more to live 
in Los Angeles in June of this 
year than it did in December, 1914, 
with the greatest increases ap- 
pearing in prices of furniture and 
furnishings and housing. Food 
prices advanced 39 per cent in this 
period, of which 4 per cent was 
registered in the twelve month 
from June, 1922 to June 1923, a 
1 per cent from May to June of 
the current year. 

Changes in the cost of 
living since June, 1920, shows that 
in Los Angeles a d pe of 13.2 
per cent oecurred to June of this 
year, but from May to June, costs 
rose to the extent of 1.3 per cent. 

These are figures compiled by 
the United States Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, and indicate that the 
trend of living costs in this city 
pracitically conform to the averages 
of the remainder of the United 
States. 

For the country as a whole, the 
statistics show that the cost of 
representative articles of food 
combined increased 2 per cent in 
June, 1923, as compared with 
June 15, 1922, and gained 1 per 
cent as c with May 
1923. 

That living costs in Los Angeles 
have pursued an average course 
during the 
deflation since December, 1914. is 
indicated by the reports from other 
cities among the nineteen on 
which data have been secured by 
the Department of Labor. Detroit, 
which has followed closely be- 
hind this city in business activity 
during the last few years, shows 
the greatest increase in cost of liv- 
ing with a percentage gain of 
$1.7. Portland, Or., obtained the 
best results in this respect with an 
advance in costs of only 54.6 per 


cent. 
Reflecting the decrease in the 
purchasing power of the dollar 


from 1913, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics shows that $1 in 1913 
would have purchased 3.9 pounds 
of sirloin steak, while on Jun. 
15, 1923 the same doliar would

Cotton, Coal and Autos Our R 
Angeles Appetite for Lumber 


Exports; Los 
nabated 


Coal and coke have advanced to 
second place among America’s ex- 
port commodities, moving from 
fourteenth position, as shown in 
the quarterly analysis of foreign 
trade issued by the foreign com- 
merce department of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States.

Automobiles and their parts have 
taken third place in exports, also 
their highest position, and such 
commodities as agricultural ma- 
chinery, copper rods, electric mo- 
tors, fresh meats, sinc pelter, 
boards and planks have de de- 
cided gains. Cotton remains se- 
cure as the country’s most impor- 
tant export commodity. 4 

An analysis of the movement of 
goods to countries shows that Ar- 
gentina bought from the United 
States 31 per cent more than a year 
ago, and took ninth place among 
the country's foreign customers; 
that Canada purchased 33 per cent 
more and Cuba 61 per cent more. 

The report speaks of references 
which have been made to a de- 
preased condition of foreign trade, 
and gives some figures on individ- 
ual commondities. 

“As compared with the average 
exports for the five years just — 
ceding the war (1908-1913, refined 
copper was off 20 per cent; steel 
rails were off 41 per cent: iron 
pipes and fittings were off 11 per 
cent; tron wire was down 7 per 
cent; nails had dropped 28 per 
cent,” it says.

Argentina 
rose from twelfth to seventh place 
among our suppliers, an increase 
in dollars ot from 34,000,000 in 1922 
to 80,000,000 in 1923, or 135 per 
cent. Our total purchases from 
South America were 71.5 per cent 
greater than a year ago. Another 
striking rise im our import list was 
made by Straits Settlements, jump- 
ing from tenth ce in 1922 to 
fifth place in 1923, with values 
jumping 100 per cent, from 4%45,- 
000,000 to $90,000,000." 


OUR BIG APPETITE 

The appetite of Los Angeles for 
lumber is insatiable. A congtant 
procession of great freighters un- 
load their cargoes at the harbor, 
but it is like feeding sawdust inte 
a roaring furnace; quickly con- 
sumed, but leaving im its wake 
heat and power. 

It has been estatflished that 
transit stocks of 11,000,000 feet 
shipped by the northwestern mills 
to Los Angeles Harbor have been 
cleaned up. There was a period of 
congestion a few weeks ago due to 
labor and back haul conditions, 
but this accumulation has been ab- 
sorbed and the industry is said to 


indicates no diminution in demand, 
and with the seasonal 8 
of eastern requirements, which WII 
soon manifest, there is not like- 
ly to be any further supply short- 
age here, although there is little 
reason to expect from present con- 
dition any substantial price cuts 
in building materials. 

It ie fairly well established now 
that the end of the extensive con- 
struction operations in Los An- 
geles and throughout the metro- 
politan district is not even in sight. 
California will buy approximately 
one-fourth of the entire cut of 
common lumber cut by west-coast 
mills for the year, the major por- 
tion of which finds distribution 
through our port. It is obvious, 
therefore, that this district fur- 
nishes the key to the entire fir lum- 
ber situation of the nation. 

Australia and the west coast of 
South America will be on the mar- 
ket in November for a heavy series 
of new orders, while reconstruction 
requirements in Japan are expected 
to afford unusual stimulation dur- 
ing the ordinarily quiet season. 


RAILROAD TAXATION

Nuys News came to a close yester- 


day in Judge Walton Wood's 
court and was taken under ad- 
visement. Judge Wood indicated 
that Übel had been proved, and 
that he would assess small dam- 
ages against the newspaper. The 
suit was for $50,000. 

Mr. Craig filed his suit when a 
controversy among San — 
Valley residents had reached «a 
climax over the construction of a 
dam in the Pacoima Wash. In the 
testimony it was brought out that 
Mr. Craig, referred to as “a scrap- 
per,” had circularized the town of 
Van Nuys. Frank M. Keffer, edi- 
tor of the News, and opposed to 
Mr. Craig, replied with an edi- 
torial September 29, 1922, head- 
ed, “Do not jeopardize the work 
of local organizations in flood-con- 
trol work,” in which he stated that 
“an interloper from the north“ 
was trying to embarrass the work 
of the Public Service Commission 
in the valley through misrepre- 
sentation of facts.“ 

The suit was filed on the basis 
of this editorial. 

The testimony in the case was 
mainly on the feasibility of the 
construction of the Pacoima 
and the policy of the Los Angeles 
Water and Power Board was re- 
ferred to only incidentally. Chief 
Engineer Mulholland took the 
stand only to deny the facts con- 
tained in certain publications. 

The contention of Nathan New- 
by, attorney for Mr. Keffer, was 
that Mr. Craig was insincere in 
mixing in the Pacoima project 
controversy, taking this opportu- 
nity to attack the Public Service 
Commission.

PERILED BY FOG 


Two in Crash Near Scene of 
Naval Disaster | 


Superdreadnaught Texas 
Hits Steel Sea Farer 
Proceed on Their Way 


Two more vessels came near dis- 
aster yesterday in the treacherous 
waters where the steamship Cuba 
and seven navy destroyers were 
smashed on the rocks last week. 
One wag the superdreadnaught 
Texas, one of the finest of United 
States battleships, the other the 
new steamer Steel Sea Farer, of the 
Isthmian Line. They collided in a 


fog about eighteen miles north of 
— Arguello, but escaped serious 


amage. 

The Steel Sea Farer su a“ 
hole in her No. 2 hold above the 
water line, while the Texas only 
scraped her paint. The Steel Sea 
Farer proceeded to San Francisco 
under her owm power, and the 
Texas came on to Les Angeles 
Harbor. 

The Texas, in command of Capt. 
A. N. Proctor, was on a full-power 
run from San Francisco to Los 
Angeles in company with the U.8.8. 
Oklahoma, and was twen- 
ty-two knots at the time of the 
crash, which was 6:55 a.m. The 
Steel Sea Farer, commanded by 
Capt. Fitzsimmons, was on her way 
from Baltimore to San Francisco 
by way of Leos Angeles, with a 
cargo of steel and general mer- 
chandise.
